“That, in the event the City and Water Company
should be unable to reach a conclusion as to a fair price
for the existing Plant, the matter be submitted to arbi-
trating committee composed of three members appointed as
follows: One member selected by the City; one selected
by the Water Company; and the two so chosen will select
the third member of the committee. L

“This committee will fix a price on the existing Water
System in its entirety, such price arrived at by the ¢om-
mittee to be paid to us in cash by the City. The Water
Company would also agree to give the City an option for
90 days for the price so arrived at by the ‘committee,
above plus or minus any increase or decrease resulting
from an increase or decrease .in the cost of labor and
materials; this increase or decr to be based on a
formula agreed to by the three members of the committee.”

We believe that the foregoing method of arriving at a figure
is entirely fair, it being universally used where differences. of
opinion exist; we can conceive of no objection to it from a fairs
minded standpoint and it would result in a speedy termination
of the water question to the mutual satisfaction of both parties.
